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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sukegawa et al (US Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0056751) in view of 
Urushihara et al (US Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0045200). Sukegawa et 
al teaches a pre-mixture type of compression ignition engine in which a pressure sensor 
determines the peak pressure of the cylinder. The actual peak pressure is compared 
with the desired peak pressure, based on this difference the fuel injection timing is 
adjusted accordingly. Sukegawa also teaches varying the compression ratio, EGR, 
valve timing, etc to control the point of peak pressure. This reference differs from 
applicant's invention in that actual pre-mixing period detection means for detecting an 
actual pre-mixing period do not appear to be explicitly taught, as in applicant's invention. 
Urushihara et al teach (see claim 22) that it is known to monitor the start of combustion 
by using the maximum of cylinder pressure as the start of combustion (or ignition). 
Therefore, although Sukegawa et al does not explicitly teach an actual pre-mixing 
period detection means, it is implicitly taught, since the ECU of Sukegawa uses the start 
of combustion to determine the timing of fuel injection.
